It was 
evident that the Spaniards, trusting to 
the supposed superior speed of their 
armored cruisers, intended to escape 
by following the coast. 

The New York was close in shore 
and as we passed the Morro shore bat- 
teries afforded a beautiful target for 
the Spaniards there. And they took 
advantage of it. Never since the bom- 
bardment had they fired so rapidly or 
so accurately. The reason they did so 
now was because we did ote return 
their fire and they had nothing to fear. 

It was evident that the torpedo-boat 
destroyers were fairing badly. The 
Gloucester and the secondary battery 
of the battleships had poured a contin- 
uous fire into them, and the effects were 
very plain.

Captain Chad- 
wick and a party of officers were go- 
ing to visit the wreck so I asked per- 
mission to go also, and considered my- 
self very fortunate that it was granted, 
We went along side the Oquendo in 
the steam launch, and had some diffi- 
culty in getting on board as the sea 
ladder was burned away and we had 
to climb up the side by means of the 
iron bolts that had held the ladder. 
The first view of the interior of the 
vessel made me shudder. There were
